THE WRONGED WIFE. 


This story, to which I have given the 


above title, is among the most 
singular 


instances of mistaken circumstantial evi- 
dence during later years, and is still re- 
membered in France, where it occurred, 
as tile Despenard affair. 


Monsieur Despenard 
was a retired 


speculator on the Bourse. He was reput- 
ed to be very wealthy, and occupied a 
charming suburban villa on the banks of 
the Seine. 
His family consisted of him- 


self, his wife and two children, a boy and 
a girl, aged respectively five and seven 
years. 


One night about nine o'clock, in the 


summer ot 1864, the servants were star- 
tled by the report of a pistol, accompan- 
ied by a souad of breaking glass ringing 
through the house. Alter a tew moments 
of hesitation, lest it should be burglars, 
they rushed in a body to the library, from 
which the sound had seemed .to proceed, 
and found their inaster fallen face down- 
ward upon the floor, with the bjood pour- 
ing profusely from a wound in the tem- 
ple. 


A hasty and horrified 
examination 


showed that he was dead, the bmllet hav- 
ing penetrated his brain, while the shat- 
tered glass of one of the large windows 
also proved that the assassin, whoever it 
might have been, had stood on the ver- 
anda outside and taken aim at the victim 
through the glass. 


Fully ten minutes must have elapsed be- 


fore the slow wits of the servants arrived at 
this conclusion, and they then began to 
wonder tliat Madame Despenard had not 
also been aroused by the noise. 
Could it 


be possible, they asked themselves, that 
she also had fallen a victim? And with/ 
tliis fear iu their minds, they proceeded 
to her boudoir und knocked on the door. 


No answer being returned,they opened 


the door, which was unlocked, and en- 
tered the room, only to find it empty; 
and they were looking at each other 
still 
more 
surprised 
than 
before, 


when one of them, more self-possessed 
than tke rest, suggested that the police 
should be sent tor. 


Word was accordingly sent to the near- 


est, and within hall an hour four gen- 
d'armes, accompanied by two detectives 
in plain clothes, arrived upon the scene. 


Still Madame Despenard had not ap- 


peared, and vague suspicions of her were 
gathering in the officers' minds, when 
the street door opened, and the lady en- 
tered. 


Her lace hid a terrified look, while

Sketch of his tlfe an d Public Services. 
James Abraham Garfield was born Xoveml 


ber 19,1SU, in the towi ship of Oranj e, Cuya- 
hofta county, Ohio, abo it fifteen miles from 
Cleveland, His fathe-, Abraham Garfleld 
came from New York, tut like his mother, was 
of New England stock James was th.3 young- 
est of four children. The father dieci in 1833 
leaving the familv dependent upon a small' 
farm and the exertions,of the motherL There 
was nothing about the elder Garflel^ to dis- 
tinguish him from the other plodding farmers 
of the rather sterile township of Orange. No 
one could discern any c ualities in him which, 
transmitted to the neit generation, might 
help to make a stiite'sm in, unless it was in- 
dustry; but his wife, who is still living at an 
advanced agp, was always fond of" reading 
when she could get le sure from her hard 
household duties, and v as a thoroughly capa-

ter of 1861 he was active in the passage of 
measures for arming the State militia, and his 
eloquence and energy made him a conspicu- 
ous leader of the Union party, Early in tha 
summer of 1861 he was eleciid colonel of an 
infantry regiment (the Forty-second) raised in 
Northern Ohio, many of the soldiers'in which 
had been students at Hiram. 
He took the 


field ia Eastern Kentucky, was soon put in 
command of a brigade, and by making one of 
the hardest marches ever made by recruits 
surprised and routed UM rebel forces, under 
Humphrey Marshall, at Piketon. 


From Eastern Kentucky General Garfield 


was transferred to Lcuisville and from that 
place hastened to join the army of Genera 
Buell, whi;h he reached with hid brigadtjn 
time to participate in the second day's fi Sitt- 
ing at Pittsburg Laudinir. He took part" in 
the siege of Corinth and in the operations 
along the Memphis and Charleston Railroad 
In January, 1863, he was appointed Chief of 
Staff of the Army of the Cumberland and bore 
a prominent share in all the campaigns in 
Middle Tennessee in the spring and summer 
of that year. 
His last conspicuous military 


service was at the battle of Chickamauga 
For his conduct in that battle 'he was-oro-' 
moted to a major generalship. It is said that 
he wrote all the orders given to the army that 
day, and submitted them to General Rosecrans 
for approval, save one. 
The one he did not 


write was the fatal order to General Wood 
which was so worded as not to correctly con 
vey the meaning of the commanding general 
and which caused the destruction of the right 
wing of the army. 


The Congressional district in rvhich Garfield 


lived was the one long made famous by 
Joshua R.' Giddings. 
The old anti-slavery 


champion grew careless of the arts of politics 
towards the end of his career and. came to 
look upon a nomination and re-election as a 
matter of course. 
His over-confidence was 


taken advantage of in 1868 by an ambitious 
lawyer named Hutchins to carry a convention 
against him. The friends of Gtddings never 
forgave Hutchins, and cast about for a means 
of defeating him. The old man himself was 
comfortably quarteied in his Consulate at 
Montreal and did not care to make a fight to

He got a life insurance policy 
ana assigned it to aiffentleman as security for 
a loan to make up the amount he lacked. In 
the fall of 1S54 he enterec the junior class of 
Williams College, Ma.ssa :hu3etts, and gradu- 
ated in 1856 with Ihe me aphysical honors of 
his class.

Before he went to collej e Garfleld had con- 


nected himself with the E iseiples, a sect hav- 
ing a nunierousjmembers] lip in Eastern and 
Southern Ohio, West Virginia and Kentucky, 
where its founder, Alexander Campbell, had 
traveled and preached. The principal pecu- 
liarities of the denomination are their retusal 
to formulate their beliefs nto a creed, the in- 
dependence of each con trregation, the hospi- 
tality and fraternal feeling of members and 
the lack of a regular rail istry. When Gar- 
fleld returned to Ohio it was natural that he 
should soon gravitate to tie struggling little 
college of the young sect at Hiram, Portage 
county, near his boyhood s home.

and nominated him while he was in the field 
without asking hie consent That was in 
1S62. When he heard of the nomination Gar- 
field reflected that it would be fifteen months 
before Congress would meet to which he 
would be elected, and believing, as did every 
one else, that the war could not possibly last 
a year longer, concluded to accept I have 
often heard him express, regret that he did not 
help fight the war through and say that he 
never would have left the army to go to Con- 
gress had he forseen that the struggle would 
continue beoond the year 1863. He continued 
his military service up to the time Congress 
met. 


On entering Congress, in December, 1836 


General Garfield was placed upon the com- 
mittee on military affairs, with Sbhcnck and 
Farnsworth, who were also fresh from the 
field. He took an active part in the debates 
of the House and won a recognition which 
few new members succeed in gaming. 
He 


was not popular among his fellow-members 
during his first term. They thought him 
something of a pendant because he sometimes 
showed his scholarship in his speeches, and 
they were jealous of his prominence. 
His 


solid attainments and amiable social qualities 
enabled him to overcome this prejudice dur- 
ing his second term, and he became on terms 
of close friendship with the best men of both 
Houses. His committee service during his 
second terra was on the ways and means, 
which was quite to his taste, for it gave him 
an opportunity to prosecute the studies in 
finance and political economy which he had 
always felt a fondness for. He was a hard 
worker and a great reader in those days, go- 
ing home with his arms full of books from 
the Congressioaal library and sitting up late 
nights to read them. 
It was then that he 


laid the foundations of the convictions on the 
subject of national finance which he has since 
held to firmly amid all the storms of political 
agitation. He was renominated in 1864, with- 
out opposition, but in I860, Mr. Hutcbins, 
wkom he had supplanted, made an effort to 
defeat him. Hutchins canvassed the district 
thoroughly, but the convention nominated 
Gartield by acclamation. 
He has had no op- 


position since in his own party. 
In 1872 the 


Liberals and Democrats united to beat him 
but his majority was larger than ever. 
In 


1874 the Greenbackers and Democrats com- 
bined and put up a popular soldier against 
him, but they made no impression on the re- 
sult. The Ashtabula district, as it is generally 
called, is the most faithful to its representa- 
tives of any in the North 
It has had but four 


members in half a century. 


In the Fortieth Congress General Garfield 


was chairman of the committee on military 
affaire. In the Forty-first he was given the 
chairmanship of banking and 'currency, 
which he liked much better, because it was 
in the line of his financial studies. 
His next 


promotion was to the chairmanship of the 
appropriations committee, which he held un- 
til the Democrats came into power in tkc 
House in 1875. 
His chief work on that cdm 


mittee was a steady and judicious reduction 
of the expenses of the government 
In all 


the political struggles in Congress he has 
borne a leading part, his clear, vigorous and 
moderate style of argument making him one 
of the most effective debaters in either^ House. 


When James G. Blaine went to the Senate, 


in 1877, th« mantle of Republican leadership 
in the House was by eommon consent placed 
upon Garfield, and he has worn it ever since. 
In Jaauary last General Garfield was elected 
to the Senate to the seat which will be va- 
cated by Allen G. Thurman on the 4th of 
March, 1881. He received the unanimous 
vote of the Republican caucus, an honor never 
given to any man of any party in the State of 
Ohio. 
Since his election he has been the 


recipient of many complimentary manifesta- 
tions in Washington and in Ohio. 


GARFIELD AS A LEADEB. 


As a leader in the House he is more cautious 


and less daubing than Blaine, and his judiciil 
turn of mind makes him too prone to look for 
two sides of a question for bim to be an effi- 
cient partisan. When the issue fairly touches 
his convictions, however, he becomes thorough- 
ly aroused and strikes tremendous blows. 
Blaine's tactics were to continually harrdsa 
the enemy by sharp-shooting surprises and 
picket firing. Garfield waits for an oppor- 
tunity to deliver a pitched battle, and bin 
generalship ia shDwn to beat advantage when 
the fight is a fair one and waged on grounds 
where each party thinks itself strongest. Then 
hia solid shot of argument are exceedingly 
effective. On the stump Garfield is one of the 
very beet orators In the Bepnblizan party. He

With 
the exception of the Coal and iron regions in 
tlie extreme southern part, the district ia purely 
a rural one. and is inhabited by a poputttioi 
of pure New England ancestry. It ia claimed 
that there is less illiteracy in proportion to the 
population than in any other district in the 
United States.

broad-shouldered and strongly built. He haa 
an unusually large head, that seems to be 
three-fourths forehead,.light brown hair and 
beard, large, light blue eyes, a prominent nose 
and full cheeks. He drrases plainly, is fond 
or broad-brimmed slouch hata and stout boots, 
eats heartily, car(fes nothing for luxurious liv- 
ing, is thoroughly temperate in all respects 
save in that of brain work, and is devoted to 
his wife and children and very fond of hia 
country home. Among men he is genial, ap-

proaohable, companionable and a remarkablv 
entertaining talker.
